Tiif]  Council,  for  the  year  ending  13tli  November  1895, 
liave  to  report  to  the  Annual  Assembly  of  Academicians 
as  follows  : — 

I.  The  Sixty-ninth  Exhibition  was  opened  on  Saturday 
the  16th  of  February,  and  was  closed  on  Saturday  the 
1st  of  June.  It  contained  537  raintings  in  Oil  and 
Water-Colour,  34  works  in  Sculpture,  34  Architectural 
Drawings,  and  a number  of  Etcliiims  and  Drawings  in  Black 
and  White. 

IT.  At  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy  held  on 
13th  February,  Charles  Ma.rtin  Hai'die  and  George  Whitton 
Johnstone  were  elected  to  tlie  rank  of  Academician,  to  fill 
the  vacancies  caused  by  the  death  of  Clark  Stanton  and 
Gourlay  Steell.  The  General  Assembly  of  the  Academy 
will  be  called  upon  in  February  1896  to  elect  an  Acade- 
mician to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  tlie  death  of  Waller 

II.  Paton. 

III.  At  a Statutory  Assembly  of  Academicians,  held  on 
6th  March,  it  was  resolved  that  no  addition  be  made  to 
the  number  of  Associates  this  year.

The  aggregate  attendance  was  1187.  The  number  of  students  on 
the  Roll  at  the  end  of  the  Session  was  21.

The  Council  regret  having  to  record  the  death, 
during  the  past  year,  of  an  Associate,  an  Honorary 
Member,  and  an  Academician. 

YIII.  James  Hamilton,  A.Pi.S.A.  Born  in  Kilsyth  in 
1853.  He  was  admitted  as  a student  of  the  Life  School  in 
1874,  and  in  the  following  year  exhibited  for  the  first  time 
in  the  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  Academy.  He  painted 
chiefly  incidents  connected  with  Highland  life  and  history ; 
and  occasionally  landscape  and  ^enr^-subjects.  “ Eefugees 
of  Glencoe,”  “ Leaving  the  mountains  to  follow  Prince 
Charlie,”  and  ‘‘  Annet  Lyle,”  are  among  his  most  successful 
works.  He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Eoyal  Scottish 
Academy  in  1886.  He  died  in  Edinburgh  on  tlie  27th 
December  1894. 

IX.  Professor  John  Stuart  Blackie,  LL.D.,  ^.E.S.A.,  was 
born  in  Glasgow  in  1809.  He  was  educated  at  Aberdeen 
and  Edinburgh,  and  afterwards  continued  his  studies  at 
Gottingen,  Berlin,  and  Eome.  In  1841  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Chair  of  Humanity  in  Marischal  College,  Aberdeen  ; 
and  in  1852  to  the  Greek  Chair  in  the  University  of 
Edinburgh,  from  whicli  he  retired  in  1882.  His  published 
works  include  a metrical  translation  of  Goethe’s  Faust,  a

a student  in  the  Annual 
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Translation  of  ^scliylus,  another  of  the  Iliad,  “ Lays  and 
Legends  of  the  Highlands  and  Islands,”  Language  and 
Literature  of  the  Scottish  Highlands f several  volumes  of 
verse,  and  Self -Culture!  He  was  appointed  Honorary 
Professor  of  Ancient  Literature  to  the  Koyal  Scottish 
Academy  in  1855.  During  the  years  1874-76  he  advocated, 
with  great  enthusiasm,  the  foundation  of  a Celtic  Chair  in 
the  University  of  Edinburgh,  and  succeeded  in  raising  a sum 
of  upwards  of  £12,000  for  its  endowment.  His  activity  in 
lecturing  and  writing  was  incessant,  and  he  had  a patriotic 
love  for  all  that  pertained  to  his  native  land.  He  died  at 
Edinburgh  on  the  2nd  March  1895,  in  his  86th  year. 

X.  Waller  H.  Paton,  E.S.A.,  was  born  at  Dunfermline  in 
1828.  His  father — a well-known  designer  for  damask, 
trained  him  to  that  occupation — but  in  1848  he  turned 
his  attention  to  landscape  painting,  and  three  years  later 
exhibited  for  the  first  time  in  the  Eoyal  Scottish  Academy. 
During  the  following  year  several  of  his  works — scenes  in 
Arran — painted  with  great  minuteness  of  detail,  attracted 
considerable  attention.  In  1861,  and  again  later  on,  he 
visited  the  Continent,  and  also  studied  for  some  time  in 
London.  An  indefatigable  worker,  his  pictures,  both  in  oil 
and  water-colour,  are  very  numerous.  The  most  important 
of  these  appeared  in  the  Annual  Exhibitions  of  the  Eoyal 
Scottish  Academy.  Among  the  most  characteristic  works 
are  “ The  Slochd-a-chromain,”  “ A Dell  without  a name,” 
“ Dawn  from  Goatfell,”  “ St,  Olaf  s Pair,  Kirkwall,”  “ In  Glen 
Cloy,”  “ Old  Houses  and  ISTew  Tenants,”  and  “Lamlash  Bay.” 
In  conjunction  with  his  brother,  Sir  Noel  Paton,  E,S.A., 
he  designed  the  illustrations  for  Ay  toun’s  Lays  of  the  Scottish 
Cavaliers.  He  was  elected  an  Associate  of  the  Eoyal 
Scottish  Academy  in  1857.  Two  years  later  he  removed 
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from  Dunfermline  and  settled  in  Edinburgh.  In  1868  he 
was  elected  Academician,  and  for  many  years  took  an 
active  share  in  the  direction  of  the  Academy’s  affairs.  A 
loyal  supporter  of  the  Academy,  having  its  honour  and 
welfare  always  at  heart,  his  loss  is  deeply  regretted. 

XI.  The  Supplementary  Charter,  petitioned  for  in  1894, 
instituting  an  order  of  Honorary  Eetired  Academicians  and 
Associates,  and  conferring  certain  other  powers  for  the 
better  government  of  the  Academy,  has  been  granted  (with 
the  exception  of  the  Seventh  Clause),  and  is  now  incor- 
porated in  the  Laws.
